How  la  it  tliat  the  heat  affecte  us  leas  oa 
some  days  with  the  thermometer  at  9U  de¬ 
gree"  than  on  other*  with  the  mercury  at  SO 
to  90  degrees  V  This  la  the  question  aaked 
by  a  correspondent  with  all  observing  tarn  of 
mind,  and  he  refer*  to  two  datga  as  exem¬ 
plifying  what  he  means.  Then©  are  the  19th 
aadT4tb  of  thi*  month,  which  we  clearly  ra¬ 
ni  ember  as  to  their  relative  comfort  and  die 
comfort.  We  might  reply  to  him  briefly 
the  thermometer  does  not  toll  all  the 
etory  ae  to  the  "beamblUty"  of  heat.  Other 
things  come  la  to  ameliorate  or  to  aggravate 
the  temperature— a  breeae  or  the  quantity  of 
moisture  In  the  air.  'Relative  humidity  ,w 
however,  a*  yofl  find  in  the  weather  reports, 
la  the  great  helper  or  the  great  offender.
